A new type of multiple-charge high 
efficiency rocket of entirely new de- 
sign for exploring the unknown re- 
gions of the upper air, has been in- 
vented and tested by Professor Rob- 
ert H, Goddard, of Clark College, ac- 
cording to an announcement author- 
ized by the Smithsonian Institute, 
Washington.

Peru’s Offer to Immigrants 


Willing to Help Desirables; Anxious 
to Discourage Shiftless 

Peru desires immigrants and is evi- 
dently as willing to help desirables as 
she is anxious to discourage the shift- 
less and “mischicf-making, The gov- 
ernment is still working at the details 
of a statute for the promotion of im- 
migration, but tle regulations issued 
by the President and temporarily in 
force probably give a good general 
idea of what the law will be like. The 
desirable immigrant is just. now en- 
couraged by the thought that for six 
days after coming ashore the Peruvian 
nation will pay his living and lodging 
expenses, and those of his family, and 
will provide transportation also to the 
selected place of residence, Furniture 
and articles of personal use, tools and 
agricultural implements may come 
in with the family free of duty, But 
in order to come at all the immigrant 
must be identified as the real owner 
of his offered passport, his good be- 
havior in the past must be certified, as 
well as his intention of residing with- 
in Peruvian territory and of exercising 
some useful trade, industry, art or! 
craft. Also he must explain why he 
and his familxeeame, and leave his 
finger-prints with the authorities, 
For desirable immigrants Peru also 
undertakes to pay third-class fare for 
the traveler and his family, provided 
that his family does not exceed three 
members, and that his desirability is 
well proved before he starts.

Ottawa Physician Thinks There Is 
No Influenza in New York 

Ottawa—"There will be no rectr- 
rence in this generation of the flu epi- 
demic.” 

Such is the hopeful conviction of 
one of Ottawa’s foremost physicians, 
Dr. H.-€, Church, 

“Chicago and New York haven't got 
the flu at all,” he declared. “The 
cases reported so faithfully from day 
to day in such numbers are nothing 
more nor less than what is popularly 
known as “grippe.” The symptoms 
are no different and the death rate no 
higher than the old and more familiar 
affliction. 

“In my Ottawa practice I do not 
know of one person who has been at- 
tacked with the flu who has had a re- 
currence. The attack seems to have 
humanized those who once fell vic- 
tims, and survived while those ‘not 
attacked were not susceptible to the 
disease at all. 

“This scourge undoubtedly has 
swept the world in past ages. Its ori- 
gin is mysterious and its sweep is 
widespread and disastrous, But a 
generation or perhaps many genera- 
tions, will elapse before it comes 
again in the deadly form that it did 
in 1918,”
